taken for the purpose of involving China 
with the Foreign Powers, but are 


cial instigation. “Speaking general! 
these outrages are not directed epecial 
against the wissionaries becouse of 
the. religious efforts they are making 
on bebulf of the people of Chiua, al- 
though the missionaries are invariably 
selected as the victims, but are really 
anti-foréign in their. character, and 
the mi-sionnries happen to be the 
handiest victims, The bitter feeling 
in the minds of the Chinese offi- 


cials has been greatly intensified 
since the recent war, owiup to the 
general impression in official circles 


that Great Britain and Awerica support- 
ed anit symputhised with Japan. Kirin, 
Fangtien and Shingkine were saved 
tor China by the intervention of Russia, 
Germany, and France ; and the Chioese 
Lelieve that Formosa would have beea 
saved if Great Britain and America had 
exerted their influence: What China 
lias done for either of thesa two Powers 
to justify their interference no one tell. 
It is in accordance with Chinese charac- 
tor that the guid is expected without 
avy gua, That (he outrages on Poreign- 
ers originate with the masses of the 
ignorant people or secret societies isma, 
great mistake. ‘hat: is only the ola 
Chinese device to shiftthe blame. ‘The 
officials have always been believed and 
have been allowed too often to shift the 
reeponsibility from their owa shoulders, 
‘The British’ Authorities in London and 
ot Peking cannot plead that this is not 
correct, If they do their conduct is 
more reprehensible than that uf the 
Chinese. . With few exceptions, due to 
local circumstances, the whole ofthe 
antiefureign. outragea recorded in Chi 
nese history during thé past fity years 
bave been encouraged and secretly pro« 
moted by thé local gentry and mandarins 
or the Peking Government—<‘the 
Central. Authority’. with which Sir 
N. O’Conor feels Le must deal, if he is 
not to recognise what every sensible 
man recognises, that. Ching is in o state 
of chaos! E ‘Chinaman knows of 
tha conn cafe a tho Peking Govern- 
ment. The dnti-foreign feeling is most 
bitter in proportion to the rank of the 
oficial at Peking’ ot in the local 
yamen.

Leaving hore about hall-pant eleven, 
they called again at tho Electric Light 
Station ill near midsight. On reaching 
the landing ‘stage Mecssra Oookaon and 
Balfour first entered the boat, werning Mr 
Wilson to be carefnl how he ateppad on 
board... Immediately afterwards the boat 
gvon lurch and a splash was heard, and 
Mr Addison shouted that Me Wilson was 
in tho water.
